: Experiments This Year Limited 
to the Problem of Oar- 
bonisation 


OTTTWA, April 27—The experiments in 
briquetting the low grade coal of Saskat- 
chewan have proved thoroughly success- 
ful. up to the point of carbonising the 
fuel, Hon Charles Stewart, the mirigter in 
charge of this department, stated in the 
house of commons today. The vote of 
$144,440 for the department of mines and 
genlogical survey was adopted, 

The vote off $125,000 for experiments, 
which was being asked this year, was 
a comparatively gmall one, Mr, Stewart 
said, as the experiments were to be limited 
to the problem of carbonising alone during 
the coming yeer.

Spring has reversed the situa- 
tion with regard to employment. 
In the cities work is still scarce, 
and work of certain kinds is more 
or less scarce everywhere. But it 
is no longer true that men cannot 
find the means of subsistence. 
There are now more jobs in the 
country than there are men need- 


ing jobs. The men and the jobs! 
are not everywhere in touch with | 


each other, and considerable shift- 
ing has to be done of surplus labor 
from one lecality to another, and 
from the cities to the country. But 
work there is, and plenty of ‘it, 
more than is being done or likely 
to be. done. The farmers are call- 
ing for more men, and offering 
steady work during the summer 
and fall. 

That change in conditions shifts 
the responsibility for finding the 
idle man a job from the commun- 
ity back to the individual. The 
man who was helpless during the 
winter months is no longer help- 
less. There is work—and wages—- 
for him if he will go and look for 
it. The public are absolved from 
further concern about idle men, 
save those who are physically un- 
fit or who are tied up to a certain 
locality by family obligations. 
The strong and the unencumbered 
are well able to look after them- 
selves, 

It would do no harm at this 
juncture if civic authorities gen- 
erally made known that when next 
winter comes they intend to exer- 
cise charity with a more discrim- 
inating hand. The resident of a 
city who has a family to support 
has’ a claim upon the community 
which should come first, but does 
not always do so. Fairly fre- 
quently the outsider who wanders 
into town in the fall, blows in his 
summer's earnings, and then de- 
mands to be kept at the public ex- 
pense during the winter, geta help, 
while the citizen whose family suf- 
fer in silence is neglected, 

In a country of sharply defined 
seasons, summer is the time when 
people must earn and save money 
to meet the needs of winter. In 
town and country employment is 
searce in the cold season, When 
winter comes men who have been 
working at seasonal occupations 
in the country naturally flock to 
the cities, and create or increase Aa 
labor surplus. In common fair. 
ness it ought to be the settled and 
permanent policy of every city 
that what work it has to offer in

A Side Light On the League. 

Neither in capacity nor in char- 
acter does the personell of the 
League of Nations take precedence 
over the assemblage of delegates 
who have been in conference at 
Genoa, The statesmen who have 
been guiding matters at the con- 
ference are also the men who dom- 
inate the counsels of the League. 
What has been happened at 
Genoa therefore reflects faithfully 
what must be expected to happen 
if the League ever got to func- 
tioning eas its authors fondly 
hoped that it would function—as 
a clearing house for the settlement 
of major problems of world poli- 
tics. Proceedings at Genoa do not 
suggest that the milleneum has 
arrived or is imminent. What has 
occurred there is simply the re- 
alignment of the nations of Eu- 
rope into new combinations for 
purposes of offence and defence. 
The same thing would have hap- 
pened had the same men sat down 
together in the assembly of the 
League of Nations to deal with 
the same problems. That appar- 
ently is the measure of what 
chance the League has to accom- 
plish what is founders hoped that 
it would accomplish,

R. H. Knight, D.1.8. in charge of;ed at the Fort Nelson river this in-/ 


the Dominion government party 
@elected to cut out the new overland 
trai] from Fort St. John to navigab!. 
water on the Fort Nelson river has 
returned tu the city after one of the 
most trying «xperiences which he has 
met with in the course of his career. 
However, despite tremendous dim- 
culties, the tra!l was cut through, and 
the freight for the Dominion eur- 
veyors going down to the Arctic safe- 
¢eached on the bank 
‘elgon river to await the break up. 
Mr. Knight and his party consist- 
ing of from 16 to 20 men, 7 teams and 
hie aasistant surveyor K .F. McCusker 
D.L.8. left the railway at Spirit River 
on March ist and proceeded to Fort 
St. John, from where the new trail 
was opened to the north. Two ob- 
jects were in view: First, to put 
through a passable temporary sleigh 
trail to navigable water flowing to the 
worth and secondly to transport the 
freight for the surveyors. The latter 
task was under the direction of G. 
J. Lenergan, D.L.8., thspector of Do- 
minion surveys who had charge of 
seeing that the vital necessaries went 
through from Spirit River to St. John 
and later following the Knight party 
to their destination, the entire work 
being under the jurisdiction of the 
Dominion government. 
North West From st. John 
From Fort 8t. John, the trail went 
gaorth west following the general 
direction of the North Pine river but 
about 15 to 20 miles west of that 
@ream, and crogsing the river 120 
miles out of St. John. Forty miles 
from the Peace river settlement Biue- 
berry river was crossed about fifteen 
miles from its junction with the 
North Pine, the Blueberry being a 
etream 150 yards wide flowing 
through a valley approximately 200 
feet deep. The next important land 
mark reached was Nig creek, which 
is a emall watercourse about $0 miles 
out; the crossing of the Pine which 
came next was found to be about! 
200 yards across in a valley of 200 to 
300 feet deep, the river carrying the 
indications of being e swift stream 
After the crossing. the Pine was 
followed for about six miles, then the 


trail swung up Barker Creek for 20, 


miles, after which the party struck 
northwest direct to the Fort Nelson 
river. The point selected on the river 
is below the Coal creek canyon, and 
from where Mr. Knight reached the 
river there {s good water for canoes 
and scows right down to the Macken- 
vie. It was necessary to get below the 
canyon, a8 no boats can navigate 
through the defile; the Indlans give! 
this portion of the river a bad name 
end although they are acquainted 
with it will not venture to run it.
